He 
argues in general terms and from a South- 
ern stand, the doctrine of absolute State 
sovereignty—and we cannot see why 
Georgia, under his process of reasoning, 
may not withdraw herself from the do- 
minion of Davis aad his rebel govern- 
ment—and following up his argument, 
he repeats the copperbead cry, that any 
sttempt to maintain the union of the 
States by armed force is simply prepos- 
terous.
